3. Claims 1-11, 33-43, and 65-75 are allowed.

The prior art fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including the 
detection means for detecting a detection value reflecting a behavior of a first internal variable of 
the plant; simulation value-generating means for generating a simulation value simulating the 
behavior of the first internal variable; estimation means for estimating an estimation value of the 
detection value based on a model defining a relationship between the estimation value and the
